And the more successful the attempt, 
the greater the disgrace. Mr. Leahey could 
not have done the Catholics so much injury 
by a years' lecturing against them, as they 
will do themselves, if they repeat, or sanc- 
tion the doings of last evening. 


We have received a communication from 


Dca. H. Clark, saying that he, and not the 
Trustees, took the responsibility of opening, 
to Mr. Leahey, the Free Congregational 
Church—that he was endorsed by " ministers 
and men of as high a standing and as good 
judges of Christian character as the editor 
of the Free Democrat or any other political 
paper," and adds, that our article of Friday, 
" slanderous as it is, is a good forerunner of 
tbe proceedings of last evening at the church." 
Others, who pride themselves on their re- 
spectability, and, for aught we know, on their 
religion, go further than Mr. Clark, and, in 
the streets, have threatened to tar and feath- 
er us—thus manifesting the same spirit of vio- 
lence toward us, with no provocation, which 
a few misguided Catholics exhibited toward 
Mr. Leahey last evening, under strong pro- 
vocations. 


We stated what we believed to be true of 


Mr. Leahey, in our former article. If we have 
wronged him, in any respect, we will cheer- 
fully make all the reparation in our power. 
We still believe bis lectures—such as were 
advertised at Gardiners's Hall—to be perni- 
cious and only evil in their tendency, and we 
do not believe any denomination of Chris- 
tians would feel pleasant to have a public lec- 
turer come among them, and advertise a 
meeting from which boys and women were 
excluded, for the purpose of arraigning the 
morality of their clergy, and impeaching the 
virtue of their wives and daughters. With 
regard to the character of hia ticket lectures, 
the testimony of men of the highest respecta- 
bility, wherever he has given them, has been 
strongly against them, and the Protestant 
press has spoken of him with far greater se- 
verity than we have done. In Hartford, Ct., 
his recitals were BO filthy that decent people 
turned from them with loathing, and we 
can imagine no greater dishonor to Protest- 
antism than to send such a man through the 
country with the endorsement of the clepy, as 
the representative of the Protestant religion.

Corruption in the New York Legislature. 


The following will explain the obscure Tel- 


egraphic items of news published a day or two 
since: 


Considerable excitement has been created 


in Albany, by the discovery of some appar- 
ently successful attempts to corrupt members 
of the State Senate. It seems that a very 
stringent act for the suppression of gambling 
was before the Senate and in the hands of a 
committee. 


Mr. George W. Bull, Sergent-at-Arms of 


the Senate, undertook, according to certain 
documents made public by Mike Walsh, to 
have this bill defeated, expecting to be paid 
for his trouble by the proprietors of certain 
gambling houses. He is said to have received 
several large sums frem various members of the 
gambling profession, but one person in whom 
he depended, said that Mr. Samuel A. Suy- 
dara refused to go into the business and divulg- 
ed the whole matter. 


From letters published, Mr. Bull appears to 


have operated with effect on some members of 
the Senate Committee. Their names are C. 
D. Robinson, S. H. Johnson, and A. C. Stone. 
The latter was brought before the Governor 
and Senate, and the matter was looked in to by 
the latter body yesterday with closed doors. 
Tbe member* of the committee are said each 
to have made an explanation, but the fact bad 
not transpired. Finally a select committee, 
consisting of Mann, Dominick and Morgan, 
was appointed, with power to send for persons 
and papers^

The most noteable article in the collection 


was a magnet, once owned by the disting- 
uished French chemist Lavoisier, who it is 
well known, wiis beheaded during the great 
French i-evolution.

The magnet was purchased by Mr. Francis 


Algcr of South Boston, for the trifling sum of

week, his name was erased from all the books 
except one, and which book is now in the pos- 
session of a well known literary gentleman of 
this city, who lias one of the largest collec- 
tions of autographs of any person in this 
country.

A 
party of thirteen mustangers came into Fort 
Murrell on Saturday, the 22(1 ult, who stated 
that they had been attached by a party of 
twenty-five Indians on the Agua Duice, in 
which attack tbe mustangers had one man 
killed and three wounded.
